Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—A fter a long lapse of diplo­ 
matic exchanges between Washington and Mexico City, an at­ 
tempt has been made to re-open the correspondence by the sub­ 
mission of an appeal by the Huerta Government for the recon­ 
sideration by the United States of the recent raising of the 
embargo on arms to Mexico. 
The feature of the communication said to have been is­ 
sued at Mexico City, last night, is the allegation that a state of 
anarchy now exists in so much of Mexico as is occupied by the 
ftebel forces, and it is also charged that the immediate effect 
of the decree permitting the transportation of arms has been 
to place the Rebels in a favorable situation for permitting out­ 
rages, while preventing the Huerta Government from repress- 
ln£ them as quickly and as energetically as it desires. 
On the other hand, it is set out that wherever the Huerta 
eminent is in power full protection has been given to all 
foreigners. 
Therefore, the United States is invited to reflect 
seriously “ upon the said consequences" that the arming of 
Rebels will bring.
